It is increasingly hard to gather to­ 
gether tile audiences that one* as­ 
sembled for the able oratory and elab­ 
orate exercises that marked Memorial 
Day. 
Now. in this day of tile automo­ 
bile, tile wide roads 
call 
with irre­ 
sistible influence. 
Tile days of boll- J 
day are few and far between, and tile j 
opportunity to forsake the crowded I 
city streets 
for 
the 
broad country 
boulevards is one most |»eople feel re­ 
luctant to miss. 
But all this does not mean thut the 
veteran is forgotten, 
it may be a 
sign 
of 
growing thoughtlessness—a 
sign that is to he regretted. 
It can­ 
not lie termed intentional slighting of 
tile true meaning of (lie day. 
Deep down in the heart of every 
man and woman and child of us there 
ever remains that feeling of reverence 
for the men who fought our battles so 
many years ago. 
The faded blue uni­ 
form never fails to rouse 
a 
heart­ 
throb. 
We have simply grown careless. It 
Is an American characteristic, a part 
of the restless energy of our land, to 
give too little thought to the deeds 
and struggles of the past, to he ever 
bent on forging ahead. 
It is true, as 
some one has said, that you can get 
out a thousand Americans to agitate 
tor some future benefit where you can­ 
not get out ten to celebrate an event 
of history. 
Perhaps not manifested in outward 
ceremony and deed, our love and rev­ 
erence for Ute gallant wearers of the 
Blue remains with us, no m atter how 
much frivolity we may try to crowd in­ 
to a day that should, in truth, be set 
aside for more serious observance.

WALNUT AND APRICOT 
OUTLOOK IS EXCELLENT 


The outlook for a walnut crop is 
fine at this time on the San Joa­ 
quin ranch and in other parts of 
the county. 
Tustin is faring as 
well as any other part of the coun­ 
ty. The estimate for a crop is 
90 per cent and some trees show , 
IOO' per cent at the present time. 
Blight is doing so far very little 
injury and aphis has not appeared. 
This is said to be a very good 
sign for quality, as aphis does 
more to destroy the good quality 
of walnuts than anything else. 
There will be more or less drop­ 
ping every 
day. 
Especially 
is 
this the case where they hang in 
clusters. It will be good for the 
tree if there are more or less drop 
where they hang in clusters. 
The outlook for apricots at the 
present time varies greatly in dif­ 
ferent localities. On the San Joa­ 
quin ranch where there are 75 to 
IOO acres of apricots, the loss 
shown from disease is not heavy, 
being about IO per cent. In some 
orchards it is even less. 
In some orchards there is very 
little fruit at all on the trees, but 
in other localities there is a full 
crop. 
Mr. Berneicke’a estimate of crop 
for the country at this time is not 
more than 40 per cent.
